Doses  for  Children — Young’s  Rule. — Add  12  to  the  age  and  divide  by  the  age.  Use  the 
quotient  as  the  denominator  of  a fraction  whose  numerator  is  1.  This  fraction  will  represent 
the  size  of  dose  compared  with  that  for  an  adult.  Example— For  a child  two  years  old : 
24-12=14.  Divide  by  2=7.  The  dose  is  1-7  of  that  for  an  adult.

POISONS  AND  THEIR  ANTIDOTES* 


GROUP  I. 

Acids.— Acetic,  Hydrochloric,  Niiric, 
Nitro-muriatic,  Sulphuric. 

Treatment  .—Give  no  emetic.  Give  at  once 
large  draughts  of  water,  (or  milk)  with 
chalk,  whitmg  magnesia,  or  baking  soda, 
or  give  strong  soapsuds  to  neutralize  acid; 
olive  oil,  white  of  egg  beaten  up  with  water, 
and  later,  mucilaginous  drinks  of  flaxseed  or 
slippery  elm,  are  useful.  Give  laudanum  (20 
drops)  if  much  pain. 

GROUP  II. 

Carbolic  Acid,  Creosote,  Resorcin. 

Treatment.—  Promote  vomiting  with  warm 
water  containing  baking  soda,  or  cause  it 
with  mustard  (a  tablespoonful  stirred  to  a 
cream  with  water).  Give  white  of  egg  beaten 


up  with  water,  or  olive  oil,  (a  cupful) ; stimu- 
lants, (whiskey,  etc.)  freely;  warmth  and 
friction  to  the  extremities. 

GROUP  III. 

Antimony,  Chromium,  Copper,  Iodine, 
Mercury,  Zinc,  their  compounds 
and  preparations ; Cantharides, 
Colchicum,  Elaterium  and  Croton, 
Savin  and  Tansy  oils. 

Treatment .— Give  white  of  eggs  (half 
dozen  or  more,  raw)  or  flour  mixed  with 
water.  Promote  vomiting  with  warm  water 
containing  baking  soda,  or  cause  it  with  mus- 
tard (a  tablespoonful  stirred  to  a cream  with 
water).  Give  strong  tea  or  coffee,  stimulants 
if  needed,  laudanum  (20  drops)  if  much  pain; 
demulcent  drinks  of  flaxseed  or  slippery  elm. 
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POISONS  AND  THEIR  ANTIDOTES— Continued. 


GROUP  IV. 

Caustic  Alkalies  (Potash,  Soda,  Am- 
monia, etc.) 

Treatment  — Promote  vomiting  by  large 
draughts  of  water.  Give  vinegar  or  diluted 
lemon  juice;  olive  oil,  the  whites  of  eggs, 
beaten  up  with  water,  gruel  or  demulcent 
drinks  of  flaxseed  or  slippery  elm;  laudanum 
(20  drops)  if  much  pain. 

GROUP  V. 

Alcohol,  Benzin,  Benzol,  Camphor, 
Carbon  Bisulphide,  Chloral,  Chlor- 
oform, Ether,  Hydrocyanic  Acid, 
its  compounds  and  preparations. 

Treatment.— If  necessary,  give  emetic  of 
mustard  (a  tablespoonful  stirred  to  a cream 
with  water).  Let  patient  have  plenty  of 
fresh  air;  maintain  a horizontal  position. 
Keep  the  body  warm  but  try  to  rouse  the 
patient  by  ammonia  to  nostrils,  cold  douche 
to  the  head,  friction  and  mustard  plasters  to 
limbs,  etc.  Use  artificial  respiration. 

GROUP  VI. 

Cannabis  Indica,  Opium,  Coca— their 
alkaloids,  salts  and  preparations. 

Treatment.— G ive  emetic  (if  necessary)  of 
mustard  (a  tablespoonful,  stirred  to  a cream 
with  water),  followed  by  large  draughts  of 
warm  water.  Then  strong  tea  or  coffee.  Rectal 
injections  of  tincture  of  capsicum.  Arouse 
the  patient,  and  keep  him  awake  and  in 
motion.  Keep  up  artificial  respiration,  even 
after  life  seems  to  be  extinct. 

GROUP  VII. 

Aconite,  Digitalis,  Lobelia,  Tobacco, 
Veratrum  (album  and  viride) — 
their  alkaloids,  salts  and  prepara- 
tions. 

Treatment. — Give  emetic  of  mustard  (a 
tablespoonful  stirred  to  a cream  with  water), 
followed  by  large  draughts  of  warm  water. 
Give  strong  tea  or  coffee,  with  powdered 
charcoal;  stimulants  (whiskey,  etc.,)  freely; 
warmth  to  the  extremities;  keep  the  patient 
in  a horizontal  position;  use  artificial  respir- 
ation persistently. 

GROUP  VIII. 

Belladonna,  Calabar  Bean,  Conium, 
Gelsemium,  Hyoscyamus,  San- 
tonine,  Stramonium — their  alka- 
loids, salts  and  preparations. 

Treatment.  -G ive  emetic  of  mustard  (a 
tablespoonful  stirred  to  a cream  with  water), 
followed  by  large  draughts  of  warm  water; 
give  strong  tea  or  coffee,  with  powdered  char- 
coal; stimulants,  (whiskey,  etc.,)  if  necessary; 
rouse  the  patient  if  drowsy;  heat  and  friction 
to  extremities;  artificial  respiration. 

GROUP  IX. 

Cocculus  Indicus,  Nux  Vomica— their 
alkaloids,  salts  and  preparations. 

Treatment.— Give  emetic  of  mustard  (a 
tablespoonful,  stirred  to  a cream  with  water), 


fo-lowed  by  large  draughts  of  warm  water 
Give  powdered  charcoal,  iodide  of  starch,  or 
tannin.  To  relieve  spasms,  let  patient  inhale 
pure  chloroform,  or  give  chloral  hydrate  (25 
grains)  or  potassium  bromide  04  oz.) 

GROUP  X. 

Arsenic  and  its  compounds  (Cobalt) 
Paris  Green,  “Rough  on  Rats,”  etc. 

Treatment. — Promote  vomiting  with  warm 
water,  or  cause  it  with  mustard  (a  table- 
spoonful, stirred  to  a cream  with  water). 
Procure  at  once  from  the  drug  store,  hydrated 
oxide  of  iron,  and  give  a cupful  of  it  (or  mix 
a teaspoonful  of  calcined  magnesia  with  a 
cup  of  water,  add  three  tablespoonfuls  of 
tincture  of  iron,  mix  well  and  give  the  whole 
of  it.)  Follow  with  olive  oil,  or  white  of  eggs 
(raw)  and  mucilaginous  drinks.  Laudanum 
(20  drops)  if  much  pain. 

GROUP  XI. 

Oxalic  acid  and  its  soluble  salts. 

Treatment . — Give  chalk  or  waiting  (table- 
spoonful), or  even  air-slacked  lime  (a  tea- 
spoonful in  fine  powder)  mixed  with  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  vinegar.  (Do  not  give  soda 
or  potash  to  neutralize  the  acid).  Promote 
vomiting  by  large  draughts  of  water,  cr 
cause  it  with  mustard  (a  tablespoonful,  stir- 
red to  a cream  with  water).  Give  olive  oil 
and  mucilaginous  drinks;  stimulants,  (whis- 
key, etc.,)  and  warmth  to  extremities. 

GROUP  XII. 

Barium  and  its  salts, Lead  and  its  salts 

Treatment—  Give  Epsom  salt  (J4  oz.)  or 
Glauber’s  salt  (one  oz.)  dissolved  in  a tumbler 
of  wrater.  Promote  vomiting  by  warm  water, 
or  cause  it  with  mustard  (a  tablespoonful, 
stirred  to  a cream  with  water).  Give  milk, 
demulcent  drinks  or  flaxseed  or  slippery  elm, 
and  laudanum  (20  drops)  if  much  pain. 

GROUP  XIII. 

Silver  Nitrate.  (Lunar  Caustic.) 

Treatment.— G ive  common  salt  (a  table- 
spoonful dissolved  in  a tumblerful  of  warm 
water) ; then  an  emetic  of  mustard  (a  table- 
spoonful, stirred  to  a cream  with  water)  fol- 
lowed by  large  draughts  of  wrarm  wrater. 
Later,  give  gruel,  arrowroot,  or  demulcent 
drinks  of  flaxseed  or  slippery  elm. 

GROUP  XIV. 

Phosphorous  Compounds  (Rat  Paste, 
etc.) 

Treatment.— Give  an  emetic  of  mustard  a 
tablespoonful,  stirred  to  a cream  with  wrater), 
or  better,  of  blue  vitriol,  3 grains  every  five 
minutes,  until  vomiting  occurs.  Give  a tea- 
spoonful of  old  thick  oil  of  turpentine;  also 
Epsom  salt  04  oz.  in  a tumblerful  of  wTater). 
Do  not  give  oil,  except  the  turpentine.

Chemical  Incompatibles. 

Acacia  (gum),  with  alcohol,  ether,  iron, 
lead- water,  mineral  acids,  borax  and  ethereal 
tinctures. 

Acids  (in  general),  with  alkalies  and  weak 
salts  of  other  acids,  as  the  bromides,  chlorides 
and  iodides. 

Antipyrin,  with  carbolic  acid,  tannin,  mer- 
curic chloride,  infusion  catechu,  infusion  cin- 
chona bark,  infusion  rose  leaves,  infusion  uva 
ursi,  tincture  catechu,  tinsture  cinchona, 
tincture  hamamelis,  tincture  iodine,  tincture 
rhubarb,  hydrocyanic  acid,  nitric  acid,  am- 
monia alum,  amyl  nitrite,  spirit  nitrous  ether, 
copper  sulphate,  ferrous  sulphate,  ferric 
chloride,  syrup  iodide  of  iron. 

Arsenic,  with  tannic  acid,  salts  and  oxide  of 
iron,  lime  and  magnesia. 

Bitter  infusions  and  tinctures,  with  salts  of 
iron  and  lead. 

Bromides,  with  acids,  acid  salts  or  alkalies. 

Bismuth  subnitrate,  with  subchloride  of 
mercury,  sulphur  and  tannin . 

Calomel,  with  alkalies,  mineral  acids,  lime 
water,  metallic  salts  and  potassium  iodide. 

Carbonates,  with  acids  and  acid  salts. 

Camphor,  with  water. 

Chlorides,  with  silver  salts,  lead  salts  and 
hydrogen  peroxide. 

Corrosive  sublimate,  with  alkalies,  lime 
water,  salts  of  iron  and  lead,  iodide  of  potas- 
sium, albumen,  gelatine  and  vegetable  astrin- 
gents. It  is,  however,  sometimes  combined 
with  the  chloride  of  iron,  arsenous  acid, 
potassium  iodide,  or  ammonium  chloride,  the 
latter  increasing  its  solubility. 

Chloral  hydrate,  with  alkalies,  ammonium 
and  mercury  compounds,  potassium  bromide, 
alcohol  and  potassium  cyanide. 

Hydrogen  peroxide,  with  vegetable  tinc- 
tures, alkaline  citrates  and  tartrates,  ferric 
salts,  hydrocyanic  acid,  sulphates,  chlorides 
and  nitrates. 

Iron  (salts),  wTith  anything  containing  tan- 
nic acid,  tincture  of  the  chlorine  of  iron  with 
alkalies,  carbonates,  mucilages  and  prepara- 
tions containing  tannic  acid. 

Iodine,  with  ammonia,  alkalies,  carbonates, 
chloral,  metallic  salts  and  starch. 

Lead  acetate,  with  acacia,  hydrochloric  acid, 
sulphuric  acid  and  sulphates,  ammonium 
chloride,  carbonates,  lime  water,  iodine,  potas- 
sium iodide,  tannin 

Mucilage,  with  acids,  iron  salts  and  alcohol. 

Oxidizing  agents,  as  -chromic  acid,  potas 
sium  nitrate,  chlorate  end  permanganate, 
nitric  and  nitro-hydrochloric  acids  should  not 
be  prescribed  with  oxidizable  substances,  as 
glycerine,  sugar  and  other  alcohols,  oils, 
ethers,  turpentine,  sulphur  and  sulphides, 
phosphorus  or  dry  organic  substances. 

Pepsin,  with  alcohol,  tinctures  or  alkalies, 

Potass  um  iodide,  with  all  strong  acids  and 
acid  salts,  alkaloids,  iron,  lead  and  mercury 
salts,  potassium  chlorate,  chlorine  water  and 
silver  nitrate. 

Potassium  permanganate,  with  ammonium 
salts,  alcohol,  ethereal  oils,  organic  substances 
and  glycerine. 


Salicylic  acid,  with  iron  compounds,  potas* 
sium  iodide  and  lime  water. 

Sodium  bicarbonate,  with  acids,  acid  salts, 
tann  c acid,  alka’oids  and  metallic  salts. 

Sodium  bromide,  with  acids  (mineral),  chlo- 
rine water  and  mercury  compounds. 

Silver  nitrate,  with  acids  (except  nitric),  al- 
kalies, carbonates,  iodides,  bromides  and  sul- 
phur. 

Spirits  of  nitrous  ether,  with  sulphate  of 
iron,  tincture  of  guaiacum,  most  carbonates 
and  antipyrin. 

Strophanthus  (tincture)  in  water  undergoes 
hydrolysis,  writh  the  formation  of  a toxic  sub- 
stance.

Compound  infusion  of  gentian,  with  infusion 
of  wild  cherry  or  compound  infusion  of  cin- 
chona. 

Essential  oils  with  aqueous  liquids. 

Fixed  oils  and  copaib  i,  with  aqueous  liquids. 

Tinctures  made  with  alcohol,  with  those 
made  with  diluted  alcohol. 

Alcohol  tinctures  and  fluid  extracts,  with 
aqueous  preparations. 

Spirit  nitrous  ether,  with  strong  mucilages. 

Infusions  generally,  with  metallic  salts. 

Physiological  Incompatibles. 

Aconitine,  with  atropine,  digitalin,  strych- 
nine. 

Alcohol,  with  strychnine.

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THE  METRIC  SYSTEM. 

All  kinds  of  measures  naturally  depend  upon  measures  of  length,  and  the  metric  system 
is  no  exception.  Among  the  unalterable  geographical  standards  or  magnitudes  are  the  Length 
of  the  seconds  pendulum , the  meridian , etc.  The  latter  is  the  basis  of  the  metric  system.  The 
meter  is  the  ten-millionth  part  of  the  length  of  the  fourth  part  of  the  earth's  meridian,  and  is  the 
unit  of  the  whole  system. 

The  Meter=39.37-|-Inches. 

From  this  unit  of  length  are  derived  the  units  of  capacity  and  weight. 

One  one-hundredth  part  of  a meter  is  called  a centimeter , and  the  cube  of  a centimeter  is  the 

Cubic  Centimeter==16+Minims. 

For  ordinary  drug  store  use  the  cubic  centimeter  may  be  used  as  the  unit  of  capacity 
(though  1,000  cubic  centimeters,  or  one  liter , may  be  employed). 

The  unit  of  weight  is  the 

Gram=1  5. 43-f  Grains, 

and  is  the  weight  of  one  cubic  centimeter  of  pure  water  at  4®C.  (39.2°F.) 

Thus  we  have  the  two  units,  cubic  centimeter  and  gram,  for  fluid  measure  and  weight  re- 
spectively. Measure  can  be  expressed  in  cubic  centimeters  and  decimals  of  a cubic  centimeter; 
weight  in  grams  and  decimals  of  a gram:  thus— 2039.36  cc.  would  be  in  words,  two  thousand  and 
thirty -nine  and  thirty -six  hundredths  cubic  centimeters ; 5961.561  grms.  would  be  read,  five 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  and  five  hundred  and  sixty-one  thousandths  grams. 

It  is  seldom  necessary  to  employ  the  prefixes  of  the  metric  system,  though  if  they  are 
needed,  here  they  are: 

Kilo— meaning  one  thousand.  Deci—  meaning  one-tenth. 

Hekto— meaning  one  hundred.  Centi— meaning  one-hundredth. 

Deka — meaning  ten.  Milli — meaning  one  thousandth. 

[Thus  the  expression  5961.561  grams  (used  above)  could  ba  read,  five  kilograms,  nine  hek- 
tograms,  six  dekagrams,  one  gram,  five  decigrams,  six  centigrams,  one  milligram,  or  simpler, 
five  kilos,  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  grams,  five  hundred  and  sixty-one  milligrams.] 

In  reading  expressions  of  weight  it  is  customary  to  use  only  grams  and  milligrams,  and 
in  measures  only  cubic  centimeters  and  decimals  (as  tenths,  hundredths,  etc.)
